Going Back

Orthodox Priests Claim That in Some
Parts of Russia Churches
Are Empty.

According to official statistics pub-
lished by the ministry of the interior,
large numbers of the peasantry in the
governments of Perm, Uja and Viatka
have fallen into a state of paganism,
worshiping the ancient gods, Flor and
LLavra  There are now 20,000 idola-
tors in Viatka, 4,000 in Perm and
11,000 in Uja.

Local officials say that the worship
of Flor and Lavra had never totally
disappeared ifrom these districts, but
assumed alarming proportions aitrer
the bad harvests of the past three
years. The pagan priests who still
lingered In remote districts carried
on active propaganda among the peas-
antry, telling them that Flor and Lav-
ra sent bad harvests as a sign of
anger.

The consequence was that many
thousands of peasants ceased to at-
tend the churches, took to sacrificing
